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PREFACE 


This checklist of reports of select committees of the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario for the period 1867 - 1978 is a companion volume to Ontario Royal 
Commissions and Commissions of Inquiry, 1867-1978: A Checklist of Reports, 
published by the Legislative Library in 1980. As in the case of the earlier 
publication, the purpose of this present volume is to identify and publicize the 
existence of a vast amount of valuable report material useful to politicians, 
public servants, political scientists, historians, researchers, librarians and 


others interested in the development of public policies by successive 
committees of the Ontario Legislature. 


This checklist records the reports of 109 select committees of the Legislative 
Assembly presented during the period from Confederation to 1978. Their 
subject matter ranges widely from Agricultural Marketing to Youth and from 
Gambling Laws to Nuclear Energy. Their length varies from a few pages to 
several hundred. Fifty-one of the select committees (or nearly 47 per cent of 
the total) were established during the period from World War II to the end of 
1978; eighteen committees (or approximately 17 per cent of the total) were 
established during the period 1971 - 1978. 


I would like to commend the two compilers, Eleanor Barnes, Librarian, 
Information and Reference Services, Legislative Library, and Danguole 
Juozapavicius, a former student employee of the Legislative Library and now 
a graduate of the Faculty of Library Science of the University of Toronto, for 
this valuable reference work on the work of committees of the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario.

INTRODUCTION 


This checklist includes reports issued by select committees of the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario for the period from 1867 to the end of 1978. For this 
project, a "select committee" has been defined as a committee struck ad hoc 
by the Legislative Assembly, comprised of Members of the Legislative 
Assembly, with specified terms of reference to investigate a special issue. 
The select committee must report its findings to the Legislature at which 
time the committee ceases to exist. 


All those committees, whose function resembles that of present-day standing 
committees have been excluded. Many committees in the earlier period were 
designated "special" or "select" but were, in effect, established to review a 
bill after first reading as do the various standing committees today. 


Items are arranged chronologically by the date of appointment. Unless 
otherwise specified, the "Date Appointed" is the date indicated in the Journals 
of the Legislative Assembly. 


In most eases the form of the name of the committee is as it appears on the 
title page of the report. If there is a variance here from the terms of 
reference in the Ontario Journals, sources such as Bishop, MacTaggart, or the 


Ontario Archives Inventory of Select Committees have been consulted.! 


An "Historical Background" note has been included as a useful reference 
tool. Names of individuals, companies, ete., involved in the committee's 
investigation and mentioned in the "Historical Background" notes appear in the 
"Topical Index". There is also an "Index to Chairmen and Committee 
Members". No attempt was made to index exhibits or names of witnesses. 


The "Chairman" and "Committee Members" have been noted from the 
appointment announcement in the Journals. Designations (e.g., Hon.) are 
those at the time of appointment. For historical reference, the political 
affiliation for each Member is indicated. The "Recommended" statement 
refers to the Member of the Legislature who proposed the establishment of 
the committee. 


The number of interim and final reports and the dates of publication and 
tabling in the Legislature are provided whenever available. The interim 
reports are listed in chronological order by the date tabled in the Legislature. 
The earlier select committees seldom produced more than a final report and 
often these reports were printed only in the Journals. We have indicated 
whenever these were also printed separately. 


In recent years, several select committees, such as the Select Committee on 
Company Law, and the Select Committee on Hydro Affairs, each with broad 
terms of reference, have extended over several sessions or even Legislatures. 
Their "interim" reports are, in effect, "final" reports on one facet of their 
investigations, as for example, the Report on Automobile Insurance issued in 
1978 by the Ontario Select Committee on Company Law. 


In addition to bibliographical data deemed necessary to identify and 
distinguish the reports, we have included additional details about the report 
under "Notes".

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We have indicated the holdings of the Archives of Ontario and the Ontario 
Legislative Library. No attempt was made to establish any other location. 
The "Holdings" note refers to additional holdings of special materials, other 
than the actual reports, held by the two institutions. Archives' holdings were 
identified from the Archives Inventory and have been updated. The Ontario 
Legislative Library's holdings were established from the Library's catalogue, 
the Journals and the collection itself.

Royal assent: refers to date on which Royal Assent was 
granted to legislation. 


POLITICAL AFFILIATION SYMBOLS 


Conservative: Originally the Tory party or "Family 
Compact" of Upper Canada, after 1854, it became officially 
the Liberal-Conservative Party, but was more commonly 
known as the Conservative Party. In 1942, it was renamed 
the Progressive Conservative Party. 


Co-operative Commonwealth Federation: Established in 
1932 by Canadian farm and labour organizations. After its 
expansion it changed its name to the New Democratic Party 
(N.D.P.) in 1961. 


Independent: A term referring to candidates with no 
political affiliation to an established party. 


Liberal: Formed by the Reform and Clear Grit Parties of 
Upper Canada in the 1850's, the party became known as the 
Liberal Party after Confederation. As a result of party 
factionalism the title Liberal was combined with other party 
names to express the divergence in loyalties. (See next 4 
items) 


Liberal Progressive Party: In 1930 the Liberal Party joined 
forces with the Progressive Party which had been dissolved 
in 1927. By the 1934 election most of the party members 
reverted to using "Liberal" only. 


Liberal Independent: Indicates the candidate's affiliation 
with the Liberal Party but also his rejection of some of the 
Party's policies. 


Liberal Patron: Originating in the American group, "Patrons 
of Industry", this party was officially established in 1893 in 
Ontario. In the 1894 elections candidates ran_ using 
Liberal-Patron and Conservative-Patron to indicate their 
particular political slant. The "Patrons of Industry" 
supporters were absorbed by the Liberal Party by 1926.

Liberal Labour: Founded in 1917 first as a federal party, the 
Labour Party ceased to exist as a separate political entity by 
the 1930's. Political candidates using the Liberal-Labour 
title acknowledged interest in both parties. 


New Democratic Party: (see C.C.F. above) 
Progressive Conservative: (see C: Conservative above) 


Progressive: Following the 1923 election, the Conservative 
Government had refused to declare seventeen members of 
the United Farmers of Ontario Party as official opposition 
(see below). Angered by this action, G.C. Drury, Harry 
Nixon and W.H. Fenton formed the Progressive Party from 
the dissatisfied U.F.O. members. With a broader appeal than 
that of the U.F.O., the Progressive Party remained active 
until 1927 when it dissolved. 


United Farmers of Ontario: Formed in 1914 to express 
politically farming interests in Ontario, by 1923 the Party 
had split into two groups: the U.F.O. and the Progressive 
Party. While the Liberal Party absorbed the Progressives by 
1930, the U.F.O. became an affiliate of the C.C.F. (see 
above). In 1934 the U.F.O., however, withdrew because of 
allegations that the C.C.F. was Communist. By 1939 the 
U.F.O. no longer existed as a party.

Historical Background: Financial difficulties, resulting from _ the 
withdrawal of the federal annual grant in 1867, had caused the closing 
of the Toronto General Hospital. The Committee was established in 
response to the hospital trustees' petitions for provincial financial 
support. As a result of one of the Committee's recommendations, a 
hospital board was created. The hospital reopened shortly after. In 
1874, Bill 139, An Act to regulate Public Aid to Charitable 
Institutions, provided systematic financial support. Passed March 21, 
1874, R.A. March 24, 1874.

Historical Background: The Committee was to review the common 
and grammar school system together with the Department of Public 
Instruction. Dr. Egerton Ryerson, as Chief Superintendent of 
Education, had submitted his report to the Legislature on the 
systems in European, American and British schools. The 
Committee was also to review Dr. Ryerson's draft bills on the 


subject which were incorporated in Bill 119, An Act to amend the 
Common School Acts of (Upper Canada)Ontario, and Bill 129, An 
Act to amend the Law _ respecting Grammar Schools, both 
introduced by the Hon. M.C. Cameron for first reading in December 
1868 but later dropped in January 1869 at Dr. Ryerson's request. In 
1870, Bill 2, An Act to improve the Common and Grammar Schools 
of the Province of Ontario, 1870, had first reading December 13, 
1870. Passed, February 14, 1871 with an amendment. R.A. 
February 15, 1871. Because of political and press criticism of the 
management of his department, Dr. Ryerson requested that a 
sub-committee be created to study his department. The 
Sub-Committee vindicated Dr. Ryerson in his management of the 
Department.

Historical Background In 1837, Col. Baldwin of the British army in 
Canada had spent about $5,000 of his own money to raise a military 
corps for the defence of the Niagara frontier during the Upper 
Canada Rebellion. When the Government did not reimburse him he 
was forced to sell his property and half-pay which after his death in 
1861 would have been used to support his family. The Committee's 
Report summarized the sequence of events leading to the claim, but 
no immediate action was taken.

Historical Background: In the Legislature concern had been 
expressed about the cost overruns of the two heavy-water plants 
being built by Ontario Hydro at the Bruce Nuclear Power 
Development. The Committee was appointed to investigate the 
eosts of construction, to review the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Select Committee on Bulk Power Rates 
(item #99) and to examine Ontario's nuclear commitment including 
policy, cost and safety factors.
